Toronto, Jan. 6. — Tho Ontario gov 
eminent is again inviting tenders fo 
the now Parliament buildings, to bo 
received up to Thursday, 16th of Feb. 
Tlie tenders will bn opened while the 
legislature ia in session, and definite ac- 
tion will probably ba taken. 

IMr. Lindsay liussoU, Survcyor-Ocn-

Dennis. 

IIalifa.k, Jan. 0. — Qiiitn n sensation 
was created in political circles to-day 
by the publication in tho "Chronicle" 
of the full te.'ct of the contract between 
the Nova Scotia government and the 
coraiiany which proposes to take over 
the Nova Scotia railways. The local 
government had taken every jjossible 
precaution to keep the contract a se- 
cret, and had succeeded in doing so for 
four months, and were calculating on 
.springing the Bchomo upon thelegislature 
and rushing it through before it could 
be discussed or understood by the peo- 
ple. There is likely to be a wide-spread 
liostility. A strong feeling is uiani- 
fe.sted against the government's under- 
taking to keep tho affair a si.orct, and 
it carried through tlic logi.sl;i- 
tare by tlio 1st of February. 

Wallace lloss intends shortly to 
leave for Englandf for the purpose of 
faking part in tho coming acquatic 
events there. 

London, Jan. 3. — There is consider- 
able excitement in the vicinity of ITar- 
rietsville, North Dorchester township, 
over the elopement of the daughter of 
a wealthy farmer with the hired man. 
Tho young couple had kept their court- 
ship secret for fear of parental displea- 
BMte, and coneludoil to elope on a re- 
cent Sabbath. The young htdy, with 
her sister, attended the Episcopal 
Church at 2 p.m., and while the service 
was ia progress was apparently seized 
with indisposition, and retired from 
the church. A short distance away she 
found her lover with a rig from Lon- 
don in which to boar away his pro- 
mised bride. There was great con- 
sternation at home when the sister n;- 
turned without her, and she could not 
be found. Two days afterwards a 
letter from the newly married bride 
and daughter set all doubts for her 
safety at rest. IVIattcrs are now in a 
fair way for forgiveness and re-uniting 
a happy family. 

Judge Riley presided in Common 
Law Chambers and Equity Court at 
Halifax yesterday. He was presented 
with an address from the menibcrs of 
tho bar, congratulating him on his ele- 
vation to the Bench. 

A Montreal paper gives currency to 
the statement that the I'om.in Catho- 
lic clergy of the Province of Quebec 
have withdrawn their oppo.sition to the 
Bill to legalize marriage with tlio sis- 
ter of a deceased wife. 

Montreal, Jan. 3. — Mr.Glackineyer, 
City Clerk, has refused to affi.x his sig- 
nature and the civic seal to the contract 
for the civic printing for six years, 
which Mayor Beaudry signed the other 
day. His reason is that Mayor Beau- 
dry signed this contract against tho 
express wish and authority of the 
Council. 

Mr. McCulloch, of tlio S/x'claloi-, has 
been appointed Collector of ("u.itonis at 
Hamilton. 

Ottawa, Jan. 3. — Xew.s of a horri- 
ble murder on the Gatineau reached 
the city this evening. Coroner Gra- 
ham, of Hull, has boon notified by Mr. 
Boursal, justice of the peace, that a 
German, whoso name has not yet 
transpired, had a dispute with one 
Hans I'Vegide in the townsliip of Bow- 
man, and it is said shot him in the 
breast with a shot gun. Fregidu's wife 
was present, and carried tho wounded 
man home, where he died half an hour 
later. 

WiNNiPKc, Man., Jan. 2 — There wa.s 
almost a' clean sweep to-day of tho riiif,'- 
atoru in tho municipal ulociions. Logan 
was elected mayor by 432 majority over 
Strong. Altliough Dominion polilica did 
not divide parties, thoy entered largely 
into tho contest. Tho political complex- 
ion of the Council is nine Conservative, 
ono professed Consorvativo and throe 
Grits, whero.ia the latter had a majority 
in tho Council.

THE MURDER AND LYNCHINO 
AT SEATTLE. 

Ftiil Particulars of tho Tra?od7- 



(PiTilt'.i- l'nat-Iiili-lli:;>'Mtvr.) 
THK Mi.llDEK. 

Nil young man on Pugot Sound was 
\)cttei- known ov inoio liiglily respected 
than George R. Reynolds, who has held 
liio jiositioii of head salesman in Jen- 
ning's wholesale and retail establishment 
for tho past six or seven yoara. About 
Olio year ago ho uiaD'ied Wni. Moydoii- 
Iniuer's oldest d:iughter, and after a short 
visit with his bride to hia parents in San 
Francisco, lio returned and furnished a 
i?onifortable little home on Fourth street, 
whom he and his chosen companion lived 
aa happily as two doves. 

At 5 o'clock last night George went 
home for hia evuiiing meal. At tivo niin- 
iitus to si.\ ho kissed his wife good-bye, lit 
liix cignr and started to his work as usual. 
Ki'furu proceeding a block, and when 
iiboiit tuonly-livo foet from Tliird street, 
on Maricjii, ho was stopped by two miser- 
able foat[i:ul3,or, in plain English, coward- 
ly thievos, who ordered him to throw up 
his hands and deliver. Not being that 
kind of a man, George refused, and real- 
izing hia danger, went down for his re- 
volver. One of the thieves said to the 
other, in a quick, low tone, "'_;ivc it to 
him," and tho follow firod, the ball tak- 
ing eflect on tho left side, botwoon the 
ninth and tenth ribs. As he foil lie suc- 
ceeded in firing iit tlio thieve!", but was 
too -weak to take suilicient aim and tho 
murderera ran down Third street, and 
turned up Columbia street at Meyden- 
hauer's ci/riier and vanquislied in the 
darkness. As the wounded man sank to 
tho ground ho called for help and several 
persons heard him. Justice Cann, C. P. 
Stone, Byron Paige and several others 
were soon on tho scene, and placed the 
suflercr on a door and carried nim to his 
home, which he had left but a few min- 
utes before, hale, hearty and happy. At 
tho bight his wifu almost broke down in 
anguish, but she soon regained herself 
and did all in bur power to relievo hia 
sufferings. Urs. Smith and Willard were 
called, but liuman help was of no avail. 
The poor man writhed in tlie aevoruat 
agonies of pain for abuut two liuuia, con- 
scioua to tho very la.st. .\t eight o'clock, 
two hours after tile fatal shot was fired, 
death came to relieve the sutrorings of 
tho wounded man. Gapt. Reynolds, of 
tho ship Topgallant, now loading at Port 
Blakely, is Goorg'i's father, and was tele- 
graphed to as soon as po.siiblo after tlio 
shooting, and liastened to hi.s son's bed- 
side as soon as steam could carry him, but 
arrived too latu to see him in life. His 
spirit had taken its flight, and tho father's 
heart bowed down with grief. Mrs. Rey- 
nolds, George's mother, is lying on a bed 
of sovoro sicknesB, in San Francisco, and 
this sliock will doubtless go very hard 
with her. 

TIIK VIGILA.NTKS. 

At the announcement of tho slinotiog 
of George Reynolds, the liro-beli tapped, 
and about two hundred of our best citi- 
zens congreg.itcd at tho engine house, and 
organized a Vigilance Committee to patrol 
the streets, watch the means of egress and 
ingress to tho city, and detect if possible 
the perpetrators of thia horrible crime. 
The same two follows who tlie niglit pre- 
vious stopped Rev. Joliii C. Fair on 
Front strcotj and the Captain of tlio 
Enoch Talbot, nn tho coal wharf, tlio 
evening previous, are supposed to bo the 
guilty parties. They arc both young 
men, one somewhat taller than the other. 
The tailor ono wa.s dressed in dark or 
black clothing and wore a small black 
hat. The smaller one wears a short coat, 
sort of grayish colnr, and a cap, or small 
hat. They had benii prowling about 
Third and FoMrth streets for half an hour 
before tho murder took place. Mr. .S. 
Davis, as ho went homo to liis supper, de- 
tected them looking into the window. 
Thoy inquired of him the way to Pike 
street, and departed. A short time after 
this Jamos jMcN'augli startled down to his 
office from his residence on Fourth street, 
and after travelling about half a block, a 
passing light in a liouso across a street lit 
up a dark corner, and two men were 
plainly to be seen, ono standing on the 
outer edge of tho sidewalk and one next 
to the fence. Mr. McNaught, thinking 
that all was not right, turned and walked 
back to hia nousc, intending to get hia 
revolver. As he opened the gate a friend 
accosted him, and while they were stand- 
ing there talking they heard the fatal 
rthot fired, about one block away. 

This community is liorror-stnckcn. A 
yniing husband, son and brother shot 
(lowii^in the streets in cold blood, almost 
before dark; a home left cheerless, and a 
yo'ting. woman's heart crushed at the 
criiei taking ofl'ot hor loved husband and 
protector; a father and brother bowpil 
down with grief. 

THM AKIlIv.sr;. 

About ten ii'clock a .suhjiiciuus-luiiking 
character was found secrrled in the hay 
on Harrington & Smith'.- v>liarf by a per- ' 
tion of tho Vigilance Committee. On 
boing asked whore his friend was he said 
ho had no friend, but in less than two 
minutea hia companion also was found, 
jieci'cted within a few feet of him, One 



of them had a loaded revolver on him 
with one cartridge empty, and tho barrel 
sliowed that the shot had been recently 
fired. The other .follow liiad al^ut one 
•hundred cartndgQsliii l)|s Ijbockc^^hich 
fit the other oiKTs pistoli "By som^; mis- 
take the nu'iuuLrs of the coininittce who 
had tliom, instead of taking them to the 
committee rooms for trial, turned them 
over to tho oflicers and they . were . hus- 
tkd off to jail. While they were'sUll in 
tho Slioiifl's office, some» two' diundred 
committeemen waited on tho ofRcors at 
tlio jail, .md after smashing in the doow, 
demanded the prisoners. Things looked 
deaporato for awhile, but Sherilf Wyckoif 
and Chief !McGraw gave their words of 
honor that tiie fellows would be taken be- 
fore a magistrato for examination at nine 
o'clock this morning. This assurance 
seemed to quiet the committee, after de- 
manding and being allowed to take the 
shoos from the fellow's feet, in order to 
oxamino and identify certain tracks that 
had boon discovered near whore the 
shooting took place. This is no time for 
luiiubug and delay. Ii these fellows are 
proven to be the murderer.^ of (ieorge 
Reynolds, wo hope they will never 
reach tlio jail alive again. 

IN COVKT. 

The sun arose yesterd.ij' morniiig 
bright and clear, and soon the streets 
weru thronged with aii.xious people wait- 
ing for the Jioui- to arrive whoii tho two 
thieves, wlio murdered Geo, lJ._Reyiiolds 
tho oveiiiiig pieviouis, should bp .Ijrought 
before a magistrate for e.Kaniinfition. 

By nino o'clock at least two hundred 
people had congregated about the jail, 
and a few minutes later the ollicers came 
out witii the prisoners, who gave their 
naiiu'3 a.s James Sullivan and William 
Howard, between tliein. liy the time 
tliey readied Yesler'a Hall, wliere tho 
examination was to take place, tho hall 
was crowded, and by tho time the pro- 
ct'odiiig.s conimciiced evorj" foot of stand- 
ruuiii in (.ho building was occupied. .)us- 
ticos Coombs and Cann occupied a talde 
on the stage, and the prisoners were on 
their left. Chief Justice (iroen and sev- 
eral iirominent attorneys also occupied 
positions on tho stage. \V. H. White, 
Esq., assisted by Judge Jacubs, eonduct- 
ed the exaniination on the part of tlie 
Territory, and W. 'W. Holcoinb, Esip , 
volimteered to appear for the prisoners. 

THE LYNCIIINO. 

.\fter the e.Kamiiiatioil Justice Uooiulia 
said, "I am convinced that llu^ evidonce 
is siidicient to hold these men without 
bail for their appearance to .-nvait the ac- 
tion of llio grand jury, anil iliey are now 
turned over to the ollicers and remanded 
to jail. Tho commitment will be sent up 
as soon as I can make it out." 

.-Vs soon as the justice had ceased speak- 
ing, and before tho sound of liis voice 
had died out in the hall, tho outraged 
citizens laid Iiauds upon tho two murder- 
ers and rushed them out through the 
back entrance, down the alley to Occi- 
dental square, where a scall'idd had been 
constructed by placing a couple of tim- 
bers across from one maple trei to an- 
other, and in less time than it takes to 
tell it Jfe-ssrs. Sullivan and Howard were 
dangling in the air in tho presence of two 
thousand people, comprising ministers, 
lawyers, doctors, business men and hon- 
est law-abiding citizens, all of wlioiii,with 
ono or two exceptions, approved tho 
people's doings, and assisted iu carrying, 
the prograiiuiio into eti'eot. In justice to. 
the oflicers we will stato that thoy wore 
overpowered and held until too late to 
prevent tho murderers from paying the 
penalty. How.ard, tho little redheaded 
fellow, was badly frightened, and died 
without a struggle; but Sullivan fought 
till the very last, and still showed signs 
of life after ho was strung up. After 
these fellows had hung for iiftcen or 
twenty minutea aomoone suggested that 
something was lacking to complete ■ tho 
picture, and a hundred caught the .idea. 

While Sullivan and Howatd were still 
twitching Judge Green ran up and with 
his pen knife attempted to cut the rope 
and let one down. The judge was taken 
hold of and hustled away from there pretty 
lively. Ho offered no further opposition 
to the citizens in their work. 

WERE FOOD FOR Till; (lAI.I.OWS. 

"llcnjaniin Payne, who murdered olli- 
cer Sires last October, is equally guilty 
with these fellows," said a res[)ected citi- 
zen, and should suffer the same penalty. 
At this four hundred cool, determined 
man started for tho jail where Payne was 
confined. Thoy experienced some difK- 
culty in getting in, but that was over- 
come. The broke a passage way through 
the high board fence; chopped the heavy 
outside wooden doors open and with 
sledgo hammers they soon broke open the 
two remaining iron doors and reached the 
coll where the doomed-maii ha.5 |sooreted^ 
himself. With an escort of' cilizcihs' on 
either side and several liundrcd'in front 
and behind to keep otf evil disposed per- 
sons, ho was marched down to the gal- 
lows where Sullivan and Howard were still 
hanging. While the rope was being ad- 
justed about Ilia neck ho was asked tomako 
a confession of the killing of Sires, but he 
protostcd his innocence to tho last. At 
one o'clock tho first two were strung up, 
and at ludf-past ono Mr. Payne followed 
suit. He died very quickly with but few 
struggles. At two o'clock the trio were 
lowered to the ground, placed in an I'x- 
pri'Hj wagon and hauled around to the 
county luidertaker'.s, whence they were 
taken and buried last evening. 

\ coroner's inquest was hold over the 
bodies liofore S. F. Coombs, acting cor- 
ner. KoUowiiig is the jury's verdict : 

In the matter of the coroner's inquest 
on the bodies of .Tames Sullivan, William 
Hnward and I'oiijamiti Payno, deeeaaed. 

\\v. tin- liiidei'.signcd, a jury duly eiii- 
pauelled aiitl sworn to inquire by whath 
moans tho .said .fames Sullivan, William 
Howard aiid Benjaniin Payne came to 
their death, do repi.irt that having receiv- 
ed the bodies of the said deeeaaed and 
heard the evidence submitted to us, 
wo find that they, tho said .lames Sulli- 
van, William Howard and licnjainiii 
Payne, came to their death by hanging, 
but from the evidence furnished we are 
unable to lliid at whose hands. We are 
.satisfied that in their death speedy and 
substantial justice has been subserved.

Sullivan was a tall, slim man, about ;!5 
years of age with his left ann r|amputated 
close to his body. Howard was- a ■ short, 
sandy-haired fellow, about 30 years old. 
Both were hard-looking men aud came 
hero a few days before from Tacoma. 

Let it be known to all the world that 
this was the work of no mob. It was the 
result of the unrising of an outraged and 
long-suffering community of: law-abiding 
citizens, who foil it their sacr'ed' duty to 
thus show to the world .and all. niiinkind 
that forbearance with murderora and 
thieves had ceased to be a virtuii in thia 



coinm'' ity, and that the lives and pro- 
perty or respectable citizens shall and will 
bo protected, and that outrages and atro- 
ciljies will iie^attei- , b6 clealt , with in a 
mannor«^e^gu^y|a^o|yel,-iwithout fear 

We are glad to sco that tho whole 
country arc sanctioning tho day's work of 
yesterday, done by the people of Seat- 
tle. 

Ill the morning Capt. Ronton, of Port 
BUikoly, telegraphed: " If tho men ar- 
rested for t;ie murder cf George Rey- 
nolds are" proven guilty, and the citizens 
of Seattle need any help tojliang them, I 
wDl shut down the mill, and^ furnisfi' all 
tho men needed. 

The wiresfromacrossthe Soundbrought 
the following last evoiiiiig: 

Madison, congratulates Seattle 
fot thotPFosnpt; luihging ^f;; the despora- 
dcics Sullivan, Howard and Payne."

It must be the prayer of every good man 
that tjip sun/ inay iievcr again set upon 
sueh ft record.' 'I'ho t.aking of human life 
is an awful thing under any circumstance. 
Wlien taken as were those of tiie three 
men whor.o ghastly sliaHowa fell upon tho 
sidewalk of Occidental square there must 
have been some overpuworing sense of 
justice in tho act in the breasts of thoae 
who took their lives. Seattle is a law- 
abiding city. Nowhere on this coast — 
nay, nowhere in tho world, are citizens 
more quiet , more amenablo to law and 
more orderly than here. Witness of this 
is found in tlie long siitl'ering of the peo- 
ple in seeing criminals escape unwhipped 
of justice.

The 
conipanj' who helped to hang the murd- 
erers of Geo. B. Reynolds and David 
Sires numbers in its ranks some of the 
beat men in the country. But tho time 
has come. lias been gathering for years, 
and its righteous veiigeanco, awful iu its 
execution, fell none too soon. Let those 
who think otherwise glance for a momont 
at the two blighted, broken-hearted 
faiiiiliea in Seattle. Two widows are 
annuig us. Their sorrowing hearts, their 
woeiiing eyes, appeal to us and toll us 
that the judgiiienta of to-day were just.

H. Wallte'r and 'J. ^dpigd/wippe.f'.'ofyic- 
toria, offered to start her in business and 
for that purpose they bought for her for 
§270 the business of Mr. Papst on John- 
son street and she agreed to repay to hor 
friends the said money which thoy had 
expended in order to buy the said business 
a portion of which she has already paid 
back. That the business referred to has 
been carried on by hor since May last. That 
her husband, John Drout, bakes for lier, 
but that she pays him no salary nor has 
he any interest in the business. 

That all tho purchases in.ade for the 
said business are made in tho name of 
Mrs. Drout and the bread tickets are print- 
ed in hor name. That her husband has 
no biiBine.'js to receive or dispenao monies 
unless in her absence. 

John Drout, sworn and said — That 
he delivered the bread in question to the 
barque. That tho contract for tho supply 
of the broad was made with tho ship's of- 
ficers, not with the defendants. That the 
defendants knew nothing about the con- 
tract till tho bill was presented for pay- 
ment by him to the captain who could 
not talk Knglish and reforied him 
to tho defondaiits, who want- 
ed a commission of 81 from him for col- 
lecting the bill, which ho refused to pay 
till ho saw his wife, who waathe manager 
of tho business; subsenuontly he went 
back to defendants and informed them 
they could deiluct the §1 commission. 
Having been informed tliattho bill would 
be settled witness left and dofendaiits 
shortly afterwards sontaround toplaintiti's 
shop a receipt for the tiniount of tho bill 
for plaintifl' to sign and informed plaintiff 
that tho amount of bill had been placed 
to the credit of .luhii Dr..'ut, on account 
of a judgment defendants had olitained 
against .lohn Drout some years ago.
